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County officials 
explain Denton 
Road bridge

Wayne County Director of Public 
Services Andrew Kandrevas, Wayne 
County Director of Engineering Sami 
Khaldi, and DPS Deputy Scott Cabauatan 
were present to address a large audience at 
Monday’s regular Belleville City Council 
meeting. 

The subject was the closed Denton Road 
Bridge and to make sure people had the 
correct information on what is going on. At 
the last city council meeting a resident said 
he saw a report that said the bridge did not 
need to be replaced. 

Director Kandrevas said in October an 
inspection of the bridge was done. He 
explained the county hires firms to do the 
inspections and the firm said that the public 
cannot be allowed to use the bridge. 

He said the inspection showed that 
underground pilings of wood had eroded 
and the east abutment was not resting on 
the support. The west abutment was OK, 
he said. 

Kandrevas said they had to close the 
bridge immediately and come up with a 
plan. 

“I assure you there is a problem and 
there’s nothing we can do right now to 
open it now,” he said, adding engineering 
is a process and funding is a process and 
they have to come up with a RFP (request 
for proposals) for a new bridge. 

He said when they saw the bridge, it was 
like the Grosse Ile bridge that had similar 
problems. It was an old bridge with wood 
pilings. He said there is a process to firm 
up the gap but the other side could still fail 
because of its age. 

He said it would take in excess of $3 
million to repair the gap, but that is 
expensive to still end up with an old bridge.

VBT approves $7 million in capital improvement bonds

At its regular meeting on Jan. 17, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approved going out for competitive bids for 
up to $7 million in a series of tax-exempt, 
capital improvement bonds on Feb. 2. 

The successful low-interest-cost bidder 
will be approved by the supervisor and 
treasurer and closing will be Feb. 23 when 
the funds will be available to help build the 
new Community Center expansion. 

The bonds pledge the full faith and credit 
of the township for repayment. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
bond specifications are written so the 
township can call the bonds in 2028 and 
pay them off or refinance them for a better 
rate. Otherwise, the bonds are scheduled to 
be paid off on Oct. 1, 2037. 

The $14 million Community Center 
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project is also using county, DDA, and 
Civic Fund money for the project. 

In other business at the Jan. 17 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved Supervisor McNamara’s 
recommendation of Bryon Kelley as 
the new trustee to fill the vacancy left 
when Reggie Miller was elected state 
representative. Clerk Leon Wright swore 
Kelley in and he was seated at the board 
table; 

e Approved McNamara’s recommendation 
to hire Daniel Consulting as a lobbying firm 
for one year on behalf of the township at a 
cost of $4,000 a month -- $48,000 a year. 
David Katz said he is in the district of the 
new speaker of the House, which will help. 
McNamara said he interviewed four firms 
and three were Republicans. He said he 
has no problem with Republicans but there 
has been a flip in government and the three 
firms had too many other governments they 
already represent. He said Katz doesn’t 
have any other governments yet. The cost 
will be paid 50% by the general fund, and 
25% each by the DDA and Water/Sewer 
fund; 

e Approved the request of the Downtown 


Development Authority to approve 
hiring Romulus DDA Director Merrie 
Coburn as executive director of the Van 
Buren Township DDA to replace retiring 
executive director Susan Ireland, who 
has worked for the township for 39 years.

“What is the cost of a new bridge?” he 
asked. “I don’t want to speculate. Any fix is 
very expensive compared to a new bridge.” 
He said an underwater fix could be made 
to the old bridge, but then the western 
abutment could fail. “That’s a risk nobody 
wants to take.” 

He said the county does a lot of designs, 
but not bridges. He said the county is very 
aware of this bridge’s limitations. He said 
it is not very wide and the city’s “neighbor” 
[Van Buren Township Supervisor] Kevin 
McNamara said they need a bike path on 
there. 

Also, the county knows how low the 
bridge is. 

How unsafe is it? He said they have 
decided it is not safe now for a car to go 
over. 

Kandrevas said a design company will 
come in, they’ll get an estimated cost of 
construction, it will be bid out, then they 
will get the funds to build. 

“T hesitated to talk to you,” he said to the 
council and audience, that included about 
a dozen Belleville Yacht Club members. 
“We don’t have firm dates. And to rebuild 
the bridge is not cheap.” 

He said there are concerns about traffic 
patterns on Belleville Road since the bridge 
is closed and county engineers are looking 
at it. He said the police chief wants the 
county to look at putting in a turn signal. 

Mayor Pro Tem Ken Voigt asked when 
the RFPs are due back and Kandrevas said 
they haven’t started yet. He said EGLE 
(the state department of Environment, 
Great Lakes and Energy) has jurisdiction. 
He said they will give the county concepts 
for design and they are working with Van 
Buren Township on what is needed. He 
said they are also working with the state 
to see if there’s any grant money for the 
project. 

He said EGLE and MDOT have 
recommendations on details and there has 
been a recommendation to raise the bridge. 

“We need to know how much to raise 
it and when you raise it you have to go 
further out and disturb the water,” he said, 
noting it is tedious work and it raises the 
cost. 

Kandrevas said the bridge was built in 
1924 and in 1948 was constructed the 
way it is today. The abutment is on top 
of wooden piles. He said it is inspected 
every two years and there is an underwater 
inspection every five to six years. In 2018 
they weren’t able to get into the water in 
November and did it by sonar and there 
was no problem. 

He said last September was the last 
underwater study and it found the piling 
was separated from the abutment. He said 
it was three inches and now it’s gone. 


“This is critical,” he said. “We cannot 
keep it open for traffic.” He said the initial 
estimate to fix it was $3 million, then it was 
$4.5 million and next year that will rise to 
$5 million. He said it will be a potential 
of $6 with the walks and with the light 
necessary, adding everything together, it 
could be $8 million. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates asked if 
people could walk or ride bikes over the 
closed bridge and engineer Sami Khaldi 
said when they close a bridge they don’t 
want the responsibility of having people on 
the bridge. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley asked about a left- 
turn signal for those coming south over the 
bridge, where the right turn now is a “right 
lane to nowhere.” She said the detour 
doesn’t really work. She also addressed the 
traffic cones that don’t get the drivers out 
of the right lane fast enough. 

Kandrevas said they are talking to City 
Manager/Police Chief Robinson about this. 

Mayor Conley said as far as the RFPs go, 
the city would like to have a conversation 
with the committee on the design and, “We 
don’t want any surprises.” 

“For sure, you'll be in on that,” Kandrevas 
said. 

When Councilman Tom Fielder asked 
about comments and suggestions from 
the public on the design, Kandrevas asked 
them to be given to the city administration, 
which can compile them and send them to 
the county. This would be better than one- 
by-one suggestions to the county, he said. 

Khaldi said the new bridge should last 
70 years. 

Kandrevas said the county will talk 
with the city’s police chief and set up a 
temporary left-turn signal in a way that has 
an impact. 

“Tt’s an easy ask for you guys,” he said 
to the council. Councilwoman Bates asked 
if it will be up in the next couple of weeks 
and Kandrevas replied, “You'll have it 
soon.” 

Councilman Jeremiah Beebe said other 
closed bridges in the community lingered 
forever and he asked when the city could 
have some dates on this. 

Kandrevas said they can’t give dates yet. 

“When should we expect something 
concrete?” Councilman Beebe persisted. 

“We’ll definitely keep you in the loop 
when we have MDOP or EGLE clearance,” 
Kandrevas replied. 

Engineer Khaldi said it will take one 
year to design, working with EGLE, and it 
might take a year and a half, or two seasons, 
to construct, putting it at 2025 or 2026. He 
said they are looking at options for grants. 
There were bridge funding grants, but they 
ran out because there are so many bridges 
to repair, he said. 

Mayor Conley asked where the Denton 
Road bridge stands in the county’s priority 
and Khaldi said, “This is a priority for us. 
When we close a bridge, it’s a priority.” He 


said now they need to find the money. 

In discussing a temporary turn signal, 
Fielder warned that will not make traffic 
move faster, but actually slow down 
movement since a left-turn signal will take 
time to operate. 

“You'll be waiting longer during rush 
hour,” he said. 

Khaldi said ordering will take time. 
Kandrevas said they have made their 
point and the county will move fast on a 
temporary turn signal. The engineer is 
already talking about it, he said. 

There was more discussion on the poor 
conditions of Beckley and Denton roads 
for the bridge detour, with Kandrevas 
promising to look into it. 

Also, officials said the bridge was safe 
to go under now, but contractors may close 
it to traffic during demolition of the old 
bridge and construction of the new bridge. 
It was noted that if contractors have to keep 
some of the water under the bridge open 
during construction, that will cost more 
money. 

After more comments from the audience 
and council, Kandrevas thanked the city 
for providing the forum. 

“When a bridge is not there, it’s a big 
deal,” he stated. 

Later in the meeting, City Manager/ 
Police Chief Robinson said it was not easy 
getting Kandrevas to the council meeting, 
but he came and brought two others. 

“We have to battle incorrect information,” 
he said. “We just want to know what’s 
going on.” 

Councilman Beebe said he gave the 
officials credit for “coming to stand in 
front of a firing squad.” 

Also at Monday’s regular meeting, the 
council: 

e Approved the drug/alcohol policy for 
the SMART Senior Transportation driver, 
as required by law, although the senior 
transportation program has not been 
in operation for more than six months. 
Robinson said SMART has not responded 
to more than 10 email requests for the cost 
of repairing the city’s SMART bus. He said 
he got a new contract with SMART but 
he’s not going to sign it and they’ II have to 
call the city; 

e Approved a Special Event Application 
for Egan Pub’s annual St. Patrick Day 
celebration from noon to midnight March 
17 in a tent on the Fourth Street Square. 
He said the guests will be gated in and the 
DORA drinks from other locations not 
allowed in because of the special permit; 

e Approved a Special Event Application 
for Egan’s Pub free car show from 6 to 8 
p.m. on Main Street every Monday from 
June 5 to Sept. 25. Main Street will close 
from 5 to 9 p.m.; 

e Approved the mayor’s appointments / 
reappointment to boards and commissions. 
Alicia McGovern was reappointed to the 
Downtown Development Authority with 


a term to expire Dec. 31, 2026; James 
O’Keefe has a new appointment to the 
planning commission with a term to expire 
Dec. 31, 2024; and Sara Frey has a new 
appointment to the Board of Review with a 
term to expire Dec. 31, 2026; 

e Approved accounts payable in the 
amount of $154,529.05 and the following 
departmental purchases in excess of $500: 
to Abbey Door, $2,629.50 for replacement 
of bay door sections at the fire department 
after the door was hit; to Blue Ribbon 
Contracting, $11,089.50 for water main 
break repair at 300 W. Columbia Ave.; 
to Detroit Salt Company, $2,942.13 for 
road salt; and to Railroad Management 
Company, $610.61 for sewer easement; 
and 

e Heard Robinson say that he expects a 
presentation from a bus company at the 
Feb. 20 council meeting. The bus now 
temporarily stops at the library. He said he 
told the bus company they need to bring 
in information, such as insurance and 
bonding. He said they use grant funding 
and he has a lot of questions.

Ireland will assist Coburn with DDA 
details for a smooth transition at a cost of 
$100 an hour for a year. McNamara said 
the DDA subcommittee interviewed four 
candidates for the position and McNamara 
said he called Coburn’s bosses and was 
told she is a very excellent person; 

e Approved first reading of Ordinance 01- 
17-23(1) to increase planning commission 
flexibility in decisions regarding garage 
door orientation and minimum building 
separation in residential projects; 

e Approved the special-land-use request 
for Integrity Component and Design 
fabricating and warehouse building and 
outdoor storage at 5925 Beck Rd., south 
of the Mans Lumber store in Canton 
Township. The business, which is part of 
Mans, will manufacture trusses and wall 
panels and store materials outside in a 
fenced area. Truck traffic will be directed 
north on Beck Road to Michigan Avenue; 

e Approved the special-land-use request 
for Brookwood Senior Housing on the north 
side of Tyler Road east of Morton Taylor 
Road. Planned are 132 units, which will be 
in 35 buildings of attached 2, 4, and 6-plex 
units. Tenants will have long-term leases 
and be age 55 and older. Maintenance will 
be provided inside and outside. Services 
will be provided as needed, such as memory 
care, housekeeping, and food delivery, on 
an ala carte basis.

Supt. praises work 
of football coach 
suspended by state 


At the end of the Jan. 17 meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak praised the work of 
the BHS football coach who was suspended for 
two years of coaching in Michigan for “undue 
influence.” That charge involved promising 
football players from Detroit and other districts 
to come to BHS as schools of choice students. 

Supt. Kudlak said Coach Jermain Crowell 
resigned from the head position of Belleville 
High School varsity football coach in 
December. He has been replaced by DeJuan 
Rogers, who Crowell said he had groomed for 
the job in a Twitter post. 

Kudlak said usually the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association suspends a coach for four 
years for undue influence and Crowell only got 
two years. He said a student from Detroit said 
Crowell gave him rides to Belleville football 
practices, but then recanted his story. 

Kudlak said Crowell had a target on his back 
because he was winning. BHS had won two 
state football titles the last two years he was 
here. Kudlak said Crowell impacted hundreds 
of kids and some wouldn’t be in college if not 
for him. And it wasn’t big colleges that sought 
out his football players, but smaller schools, 
too. 

“He’s going to be missed,” Kudlak said. 

Kudlak did not say that the school district’s 
MHSSA probation, levied from a different 
“undue influence” penalty last spring, was 
extended to two years. He also did not mention 
other evidence, the 2018 video the MHSSA 
found where two students told of living with 
Crowell.

We’ve just received word that Van Buren 
Township will present its master plan for 
the Belleville Area Museum at 6 p.m., 
Wednesday, Feb. 22, at the Belleville Area 
District Library. Good Design Group will 
present the proposed master plan, followed 
by a public-comment period. 

The last public meeting on the museum 
that featured asking people to write their 
comments on sticky notes with no Van 
Buren Township elected officials present 
was not well received by the public. 
Hopefully, elected officials will be present 
at this meeting to respond to questions. 

As of today, the museum which serves 
the communities of Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, and the city of 
Belleville, has been closed for 1,060 days 
by Van Buren Township, which owns it. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said that he had received 25 
“petitions” on the Denton Road bridge 
construction plans, as of Jan. 17. He said 
this is Wayne County’s project and, “We’re 
working as fast as we can.” He said he 
would update everyone when they get more 
information. 

“We can’t do it ourselves,” he said. “We 
don’t have that kind of money and we would 
have to go to the people for a bond.” 

That made me smile when Supervisor 
McNamara said that at the beginning of 
the Jan. 17 township meeting. I’ve heard 
McNamara say many times, “I can always 
get more money.” If it’s something he 
wants, he gets more money. He already has 
money set aside for the project he has yet 
to describe on the former DNR property 
just north of the Belleville Bridge. That will 
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probably get built before the Denton Road 
bridge. 

A fire alarm went off at Belleville High 
School at 1:45 p.m. last Wednesday, Jan. 18. 
The Belleville Fire Department was called 
at once and the Van Buren Township Fire 
Department was called shortly thereafter 
as an automatic back up. The school was 
evacuated after smoke was reported in room 
113. 

A fire alarm at the beginning of the school 
year was due to a gummy bear that was part 
of an experiment catching fire. 

I asked Belleville Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger if it was another gummy bear this 
time and he said it wasn’t. He said a class 
was determining the melting temperature of 
crayons and the crayons spilled onto the hot 
plate and smoke erupted. 

The personal injury accident listed on 
the Sumpter Dispatch log at Sumpter and 
Judd roads at 1430 Jan. 19 reportedly was 
a vehicle vs. pedestrian accident, with the 
pedestrian bleeding from the mouth. 

At 9:53 a.m. Monday, Sumpter Township 
Police asked the public for assistance via a 
Nixle alert in locating a missing “at risk,” 
76-year-old male who reportedly suffers 
from dementia. He was last seen when he 
left home on Sunday, Jan. 22, at about 5:30 
p.m. in a gray 2019 Ford Ranger enroute to 
the Meijer store in Van Buren Township. At 


9:18 p.m. on Monday, another Nixle alert 
called off the search and said the man had 
been found near Bay City and is safe. 

Near the end of Monday’s Belleville 
City Council meeting, there were several 
comments on the new businesses that had 
opened in Scott Jones’ evolving shopping 
center near the Belleville bridge. 

Mayor Pro Tem Ken 
Voigt announced he had 
eaten at the Bait Shop 
and also went to the 
Butcher Shop, which 
he called “spectacular.” 
He said he was able to 
get yogurt there, instead 
of having to go over the 
bridge. 

Earlier, Councilwoman Kelly Bates said 
the Butcher Shop is open and her husband 
told her customers can get bread, milk, and 
bananas there, as well as meat. 

Mayor Pro Tem Voigt said in the last few 
years the number of retail shops in the city 
of Belleville have “quintupled or sextupled” 
which are good signs of a healthy downtown.

I called Wayne County 
about Denton Rd. bridge 


To the editor: 

Van Buren Township (Belleville, as I like 
to call it) has a dilemma on its hands. The 
Denton Road bridge was closed to traffic 
for being unsafe. I wondered if this was 
going to be a repeat of the New Boston 
bridge debacle. 

I just knew they had answers to the 
question of why it closed. Therefore, 
I called the County Road Commission 
and talked to one of their engineers. 
He informed me that the guide line for 
bridges was inspecting the size of cracks 
in the structure, after which our bridge was 
deemed unsafe for us. 

However, he said boat traffic would be 
able to go under the bridge. Personally, I 
will wait for the new bridge. If the present 
bridge is not safe it drive on, I sure as hell 
won’t be going under it. 

The timing of the closure came at winter 
when the lake isn’t very active. Spring and 
summer will be at hand before we know it. 
So, don’t forget your fishing licenses and 
bait from our new Bait Shop.

e Approved adoption of the Planning

as required by the Michigan Planning 
Enabling Act and prepared by Dan 
Power, director of planning and economic 
development; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Harlan Davenport to the Construction 
Code of Appeals Board with a term to 
expire Feb. 28, 2026;

Driver gets plea deal in 


death of VBT pedestrian, 
2 charges dismissed

Kenneth Ray Barrett, 61, of Willis waived 
his preliminary exam on Nov. 2 on charges 
in a hit and run accident and was bound 
over to circuit court for an arraignment on 
the information on Nov. 16. His disposition 
conference was set for Dec. 5 and then 
continued to Jan. 5 and then Jan. 9. 

He was charged with driving while license 
suspended causing death and failure to stop 
at the scene of an accident causing death on 
July 27 on the N. I-94 Service Drive in Van 
Buren Township. 

On Jan. 9, he got a plea deal and pled 
guilty to a new charge of failure to stop 
at a personal injury accident resulting in 
serious impairment of body function and 
the original two charges were dismissed. 
Sentencing before Judge Prentis Edwards 
was set for Feb. 7 and could be up to 5 
years in prison and/or a $5,000 fine. 

For the original charges he faced up to 15 
years in prison for each charge and/or up to 
a $10,000 fine on each charge. 

VBT Police Chief Jason Wright said 
police received a report of a body on the 
roadway at 12:38 a.m. Wednesday, July 
27, about halfway between Rawsonville 
and Beck roads on the I-94 North Service 
Drive. It appeared the female had been 
struck by a vehicle while walking, he said. 
She was pronounced dead at the scene. 
Chief Wright identified the woman as 
Natia Hardy, 26, the mother of a five-year- 
old daughter. Family said she was walking 
home after visiting a friend. 

About six hours later, Barrett was pulled 
over for a traffic stop and arrested.

Tommy Lee George, 80, of Van Buren 
Township, had an April 27 probable cause 
conference ona charge of domestic violence 
— third offense on April 15 in Van Buren 
Township. The probable cause conference 
was adjourned to May 11. A request to 
remove tether was denied by Judge Martin. 
He was free on $20,000 personal bond and 
must not return to Waverly Apartments. 
On May 11 it was announced he is in a 
mental health facility. His probable cause 
conference was adjourned until May 25. 

On May 25, the preliminary exam was set 
for June 9. His attorney said he has been 
living with a friend and the friend is going 
on vacation and doesn’t want George to 
stay in his house alone. Judge Green said 
it would be OK for him to stay at a hotel 
or motel because he still has his GPS tether 
on. 

On June 9 he was present for his exam 
but the defense made a motion to dismiss 
the charge, which was granted by Judge 
Green. The tether was ordered removed.
